Scooba, Miss., 
Dec. 27.—An

rived in Scooba about dark found the 
streets crowded with negroes who h d 
gathered from 
miles around. 
They 
were highly 
excited but there 
was 
nothing threatening in their demeanor. 
According to their statements most of 
them had gathered through fear that 
violence would be done them if they 
remained in the surrounding districts, 
and fear alone had driven them into 
the town. 
With companies of militia patrolling 
the streets, there seemed to be little 
apprehension among either whites or 
negroes. 
The difficulty 
which aroused

races In this city and vicinity occurred 
three miles northeast of here Tuesday 
and Tuesday 
night. 
Accurate infor­ 
mation upon tills trouble 
is not yet 
available here, but it is known that at 
least five negroes lost their lives as a 
result of it.

drench Foreign Minister Told Powers 
of Church Trouble. 
Ron.*, Dec. 27.—In spite Of the de­ 
nials of the French government that it 
aas made any reply regarding the V a t i ­ 
can's protest to the powers on the sub­ 
ject of expulsion from France of Mgr. 
Montagnini. until recently secretary of 
the papal nunciature at Paris, the 
vatican has been positively Informed 
that. M. Pichon, the 
minister of for­ 
eign affairs for France, has made ver­ 
bal statements in answer to this pro­ 
test to several diplomatic representa­ 
tives at Paris, 
who telegraphed 
the 
minister’s communication to their re­ 
spective governments. 
According to the Vatican’s authority 
M. Pichon said that Mgr. Montagnini 
had no diplomatic standing; that the 
Important papers sequestered at the 
nunciature 
were 
unimportant, 
the 
documents having been removed pre­ 
viously and as the French government 
had not allowed the papal nuncio to 
correspond with the F r e n c h bishops, 
much less could it permit Mgr. Montag­ 
nini to do so. 
The vatican now declares with au­ 
thority that the s t a t e m e n t that docu­ 
ments were removed from th e nuncia­ 
ture before that building was searched 
is u n fo u n d e d and calculated to deceive, 
and avers that it did not emanate from 
the vatican, but from the French gov­ 
ernment.

Falls on staircases are of rather com­ 
mon occurrence, especially In houses 
where the stairs are stoep, dark or 
built with aliail» turns. The frequent 
causes of serious falls have suggested 
that the likelihood of accident of this 
kind would be lessened considerably 
lf all steps were built according to a 
Standard of height and breadth. 
A child’s full on the stairs is apt to 
be bad enough, and for an adult It 
may have serious consequences, but 
for nil aged person the result is not 
Unlikely to be fatal; hence it Is held 
that the construction of staircases de­ 
serves more attention than is ordina­ 
rily paid to it.

T he re were little practical results 
from the adjourned meeting of the city 
council W ednesday evening. 
T he m eet­ 
ing was adjourned to th a t d ate in order 
t h a t the public might be present and 
take part in the discussion. 
The only 
action taken was to refer tho m atter 
back to the electric light committee 
with a u th o rity to employ 
experts to 
d eterm ine 
the cost of electricity from 
various sources. 
E ach m em ber of the council was in 
his place when President Johnson called 
tho council to order. 
The proposition, 
as su b m itted to the council last S ep tem ­ 
ber and then published in the D is p a t c h 
was read. 
Alderman Houck wanted to go on 
record as opposing tho granting the 
franchise as he called the contract. 
He 
was in favor of the city owning the 
plnnt if it secured electricity therefrom . 
He also thou g h t the city should this 
year ask tho legislature for power to 
bond its elf to do so. 
Alderman 
F a rra r 
reminded 
the 
council t h a t it wa4* an 
absolute im ­ 
possibility for the city to bound itself 
for a q u a rte r cf a million dollars more 
which would 
be necessary to put in 
such a plant. 
Alderman Twoohey agreed with Mr. 
Bouck, b u t wanted the m atter s u b m itt­ 
ed to a vote of the people. 
Mr. Bouck and 
Mr. Drexler stated 
th a t they had been informed t h a t there 
was not water enough in 
tho Crow 
Wing river to furnish the necessary 
power, b u t when they understood th a t 
the Gull 
River was included seemed 
satisfied on th a t point. 
Mr. McKay 
snowed th e reports of Stone A* Webster, 
the engineers who put in the big St. 
Croix water power for the Minneapolis 
j s t r e t t railway company, showing th: t 
from the records of the war de‘p a rtment 
for the last 49 years there had been 
plenty of water to furnish the necessary 
power. 
He also added th a t it should be 
apparent to all that they had to dem on­ 
strate t h a t above a doubt or they could 
not float b o n d s o n th e plant for lo cents. 
Attorney M. Eh Ryan appeared as tho 
representative of the board of directors 
of the Muncipal Ownership League. He 
stated t h a t so far as the league was con 
cerned it was simply a question of 
whether or not the rate was a reason 
able one. 
If the rate was reasonable 
then th e contract should be 
signed, 
but if it was not, or if the city could 
generate the electricity cheaper in some 
other m an n er then the contract should 
not be signed. 
All the league wanted 
was for the city fathers to thoroughly 
investigate and be sure th a t the rate 
i was u reasonable one. 
Mr. Ousdahl was on hand with a re­ 
port or proposition, as he called it, by 
which he claimed th a t the city could 
produce generator gas and run engines 
and dynam os and generate electrity for 
one and one half cents per kilo watt 
hour. 
W h e n questioned as to the source of 
data, Mr. O usdahl adm itted that, except 
the tests of the United S tates govern­ 
m en t as to the relative cost of steam 
and gas, they were obtained almost en ­ 
tirely from the circulars and catalogues 
of th e m aufacturers of the producer gas 
engines an d from customers to whom 
the m an u factu rers had referred him. 
Mr. McKay called attention to some 
a p p a re n t errors in Mr .Ousdahl’s flgures 
and in th e talk th a t followed it develop­ 
ed t h a t th e city electrician had given 
Mr. 
E'arrar and Mr. McKay each a 
different percentage of loss of electricity 
on th e line from the d am to the city. 
T h e re were also other discrepancies as 
to the n u m b e r of arch lights reported, 
etc. 
Mr. Twoohey made a motion seconded 
by Mr. Bouck t h a t tho entire m atter bo 
referred 
back to the committee 
on 
electric lights and th a t they be author 
ized to get expert assistance in d e ­ 
termining the question involved. 
Mr. 
Bolk m ade the suggestion t h a t if a com 
m ittee would go to the city they could 
get d a ta and information from many 
sources, which would be much better 
th an to rely upon the report of any one 
man who would be an expert in only 
one line.

The chief material of the clothing of 
the Eskimo is the skin of the reindeer, 
which is ti-'cd in various stages of pel- 
| age or tanning. 
Pine, short haired 
summer skins, especially those of does 
| and fawns, are used for making dress 
garments aud underclothes. The hear 
j lest winter skins furnish extra warm 
j a c k e t s for cold weather. 
Tile whit* 
spotted skins of tile tame Siberian rein 
i deer are especially 
valued 
for 
full 
dross Jackets. 
Tile skins of the white mountain 
sheep, white ami blue fox, wolf, dog. 
ermine an I lynx are sometimes made 
Into clof fling. 
Underjackets of cider 
duck skins are often pressed Into serv­ 
ice. Sealskin dressed with tile hair on 
is used only for brooches and boots, 
and for those rarely. 
Of intl* years 
drilling and calico have been intro­ 
duced info the makeup of some of the 
minor garments. 
The dress of tin* men consists of a 
loose hooded frock without opening ex 
copt at 
th ■ nook aud 
wrists. 
This 
reaches just over the flips an d very 
rarely to inidthigb, whore it is cut off 
square and usually confined by a girdle 
at the waist. 
I ’ndor this garm ent is 
worn a s'm ilar one of lighter skin and 
sometimes without a hood. The thighs 
are clad iii one or two pairs of tight 
lifting knee breeches, rattier loose, but 
litted to tho shape of the log. They are 
very low in front, but are much higher 
behind, sometimes ms high as the small 
< f the back. They are beld in place by 
a girdle or thong around flu* waist and 
are usually fastened below the knei 
over the boots with a drawstring. 
On the legs and feet are worn, first, a 
pair of long deerskin stockings, with 
the hair inside, then slippers of tanned 
sealskin, in the bottom which is spread 
a layer of whalebone shavings and out­ 
side a pair of close fitting boots, held in 
place by a string around the ankle, 
which reaches above tin* knee and 
ends with a rough edge covered by the 
lavis hes. 
D ress boots often end In an 
ornamental 
border, 
with 
drawstring 
Just Indow fbi* knee. 
The boots are of 
reindeer 
skin, 
with 
white 
sealskin 
soles f ir winter and dry weather, hut 
in slimmer waterproof boots of white 
whaleskln are worn. 
Overshoes of the 
same material, reaching Just above the 
ankles, are sometimes worn over the 
winter b oots. 
'Pile women wear tight fitting deer­ 
skin pantaloons, with the balr next the 
skin, aud out h ’e of these a similar 
pair made of th** skins from deer legs, 
with the hair out, ami having soles of 
sealskin, but no ankle strings. 
'Hie 
women’s pantaloons, like those of the 
men, are fastened with a girdle jest 
above the hips. 
It appears th at they 
do not stay up very well, as th** wo 
men ar** continually hitching them up 
ami tightening their girdles, like s ane 
old sailor 
T’ntll they reach manhood the bo;, s 
wear pantaloons like flu* women, hut 
their Jac kets are coit just like those of 
tho men. 
The* well to do Eskimos generally own 
several complete suits of clothes ami 
present a neat appearance* when not 
engaged iii dirty work. 
Tile poorer 
classes wenr one suit for all occasions 
until It becomes shabby. 
New clothes 
ar** seldom put on till winter. 
The 
outer frock Is not often worn In tho 
Iglu, or hut home, tieing usually taken 
off I eforo entering the room. 
At present there Is no such thing as 
an Eskimo tailor, for the women of 
each Eskimo household usually make 
til© garments of all tile mem liers of the 
family. Not only this, b u t the Eskimos 
are extremely conservative In the m a t­ 
ter of d u n 
os In th** sty!** of their rai­ 


ment and respond very si >w1y to the 
modernizing influences in this particu­ 
lar which have reached their neighbor­ 
hood. 


C o n v i c t II**nlin**n(pi. 
At the beginning of th*? eighteenth 
century the British army had a had 
reputation at Ii line, and it was very 
difficult to get recruits for it. For this 
reason it was officially proposed to find 
tile men by an impressment falling on 
“any sturdy beggar, fortune teller or 
the like idle, unknown, suspected fob 
low in the parish; or, if there he none 
such, then any one that lins already 
been in a gaol or before a justice of tin* 
peace for his idle, disorderly life.” 'Fin* 
advice was acted upon. Debtors were 
released from prison «hi promising t > 
Join th** army or the navy, criminals 
were pardoned on the same terms, and 
persons with no visible means of sub 
sisteiioe were marched off to death and 
glory. The system worked out better 
than might have been expected. In the 
peninsular war, for instance, three ii *w 
regiments wen? composed entirely of 
convicts, ami one m ade for itself an il­ 
lustrious anim*.,

as Lawrence Iceberg, 
and 
many believe him to he insane. 
L eberg’s crime was inhuman. Alight­ 
ing from a Santa Fe freight train a t 
Robinson, ho crossed I he river and se­ 
cured a meal from 
a farmer nam ed 
Purvis. 
W hen Le berg finished eating 
he demanded lodging, but was refused 
because of his abusive language. 
Ice­ 
berg left the Purvis 
farm and after 
preparing camp 
on the river 
bank, 
started hack toward Purvis’ place, evi­ 
dently bent on revenge. 
He set fire to 
a haystack belonging to Henry Laven- 
meyer. thinking it was the property of 
Purvis. 
Tile 
fire 
attracted 
Laven- 
mever, who took I.eberg into custody, 
allowing him to ride behind him on his 
horse. 
When I.avonmeyer dismounted 
to open t ;e gate at the road entering 
his ranch, I.eberg struck him on th e 
head with a hammer, which he found 
tied to L a v e n m e y e r’s saddle. 
The la t­ 
ter fell, stunned, and I.eberg heat him 
over the head until he became tired. 
T.eberg left 
his victim lying 
in the 
road and went 
hack to his 
camp at 
the riverside. 
He returned soon af­ 
terward and 
with a pocket 
knife he 
cut L a ve n m e y e r’s throat from ear to 
ear and attem pted to scalp him. The 
burning haystack attracted the neigh­ 
bors to the scene, who found the m u ­ 
tilated body. 
A posse was formed and 
T.eberg was caught 
a mile 
or two 
away riding Lavenm eyer’s horse. 
H e 
submitted to arrest quietly and even 
boasted of his crime, saying that he 
had drunk the blood of his victim. T.e- 
berg was brough here and lodged in 
Jail.

Miki Snit*), the Japan ese consul gen­ 
eral at Honolulu, Intimated to Mr. S a r­ 
gent 
t lint the Ja p a ne se 
governm ent 
discouraged its people from coming to 
the (hilted States because of its knowl­ 
edge of the conditions existing in this 
country, 
especially 
on 
the 
Pacific 
coast, and it was apprehensive lest the 
coming here of great num bers of J a p a ­ 
nese might induce prejudice against 
them that would he embarrassing. 
The 
commissioner of 
immigration 
found that tin* owners of saga", pine­ 
apple and other plantations in the is­ 
lands are In serious need of labor and 
many Ja p a n e se are coming to the is­ 
lands to work for them. 
He says that 
it Is the effort of the Hawaiian plant­ 
ers to diversify their labor, so far as 
may be possible, not confining it to 
any one race, but getting people from 
all quarters of the world. 
A second 
shipload of Portuguese will arrive at 
Honolulu 
in a short 
time and 
it is 
probable that these 
Immigrants will 
make 
the 
islands their 
perm anent 
home'. 
Many more plantations would 
be operat* <1 on the islands if it were 
possible 
to obtain tho 
necessary la- 
borers hut up to the present time labor 
bas been scarce. 
It is expected that 
the arrival in tho islands of European 
labor 
will be a 
solution 'if the 
H a ­ 
waiian labor problem.
